SWIMMING. 


KENT-STRENT BATHS, BIRMINGHAM. 

ON Monday evening last these baths were througed with anxious spectators 
to witness several contosta for handsome cups, goblets, &c., which came olf in 
accordance with announcement. The first match, six lengths of the bath, was 
for a handsome and richly chased cup, given by tho Birmingham Swimming 
Club, the winner to be Captain of the club for the ensuing year. All being in 
readiness, four competitors came on the sceno of action, and the mateh resalied 
as follows :--H. Keel (champion), }; A. Harcourt, 2; B, Price, 0; J Drateford, 
0; Gr Howell, 0; Mr. Keel, aa usual, carrying off the honours, and retaining 
tho captaincy, 

Shortly after the above a second match, éight lengths of the baths, came off 
for a richly embossed goblet, when four competitors appeared, and atthe given 
word plunged into the watery element, the result being as follows:—B. Price, 
1; A. Harcourt, 2; G, Howell, 0; J. Drakeford, 0. .Won by half a length, after 
& most exciting contest. 

At this stage of the proceedings Professor. Poulton went through some most 
extraordinary feats, among the principal of which were swimming backwards, 
floating in every imaginable form, standing on his head at the bottom of tho 
baths, crossing a rapid river, eating, drinking, and smoking under water, &., 
his evolutions being received with thunders of applause, 

The next event on the card was a handicap swimming match, for a beaotlful 
and richly chased cup, for which the following gentlemen stripped, being han- 
dicapped according to their respective morits, six longths of the bath :— 

First heat,—H, Keel, scratch; J. Towers, scratch (absent); T. Bailey, 10sec 
start; W. Lutwyche, 25sec start, At the word “ off" Lutwycho plunged in, 
and made good headway, being half-way acrosa the bath when the word was 
given for Bailoy, a very small but clever little swimmer, who wentin with a 
dash that fairly took all by surprise, and had made nearly two-thirds of tho 
bath, when Keel received his dismissal, and right well did he make up, putting 
on a very strong stroke, which quichly told, as Lutwyche gave in after com- 
pleting the second length, Bailey continuing tho struggle very gamely till the 
fourth length, when ho likewise cried “a go," seelpg bis chance ont, thus 
leaving Keel to win as he liked. 

Second heat.—B, Price, 22sec, 1; J. Drakeford, 2isec, 2; G, Howell, 
228ec, 0; A. Harcourt, 22sec, absent. Won by half a length, after a good race. 

Next followed an amateur swimming match by gentlemen not having won 
@ prize, for a handsome cup, given by the Birmingham Swimming Club; four 
lengths of the bath. 

First heat,—Mr, Swindell, 1; Mr. MeKey, 2; Mr. Lutwyche, 0; Mr. Buck- 
land, 0, At the word “ off” a simultaneous plunge was heard, and a brilliant 
contest ensued to the end of the second length, when Buckland gave in ex- 
hausted ; Mosara, Swindell, McKey, and Lutwyche con‘esting inch by luch, and

At tho given 
signal Mr, Price made o most effective start, getting almost a clear length of 
the bath before Keel had the office to go. Once, however, in pursuit, Mr. Price 
(despite the utmost gamonesa evinced by him) was quickly overhauled by tho 
e6normoys stroke of his formidable opponent, who eventually won easily by 
me: ee length of the bath, thus adding another to his long string of 
victories.

In Paris, the French mare (La 
Toucques) is all the rage, 6 to 4 being snapped up whenever it can be got, 
whilst }3 to 1 is isid agat Lord Clifden, 4 to 1 Saccharometer, 6 to 1 Blue 
Mantle, 9 to 1 the Ranger, 12 to 1 Jarnicoton, 12 to 1 Hospodar, 18 to 1 Damier, 
20 to 1 Grande Dame, and 40 to 1 each agst Charles Martel aud Stentor. : Blue 
Mantle was sent over on Monday last, in company with Lord Strathmore’s and 
Mr, Saville’s horses, and from his forward position in the English Verby, it is 
expected that he will be very troublesome in this essay, We, however, fancy 
that he owed his place at Epsom almost entirely to the hill favouring him, as 


St Ascot last year, and we think it is a pity he is not specially reserved for his 
Berkshire tussles of next week.

quality, Zoiwitistanding his proximity to Lord Clifden in the Surrey Foal 
Stakes, Tho latter ran in his shoes, and had not had a gallop siucs his severe 
race with Maccaroni. It would have been more charitable to have kept him in 
reserve for this rich stake, instead of puliing him out for @ paltry £300 race, 
on which, to get any money, oddg of 10 to 1 had to be risked. Wa suppose, 
however, the money was “ wanted" to make up the Werlgerday's heavy losses. 
It is publicly stated that should Lord Clifden win the Grand Prix de Paris, 
the proceeds are to be given to Edwin Parr, the trainer; and we think he 
stands a very good chance of recciying them, for he has nothing to beat 
but La Toucques and Saccharometer, La Toucques is the Blink Bonny 


of France, having won the Derby and Oaks there this spring in a 


canter, Though. French bred, she is the property of an Englishman, Mr. 
Montgomery, aud was trained in England, at Tobett's) Spigot Lodge, Middle- 
ham, but his remained in France, under tho care.of Arthur Briggs, ever since 
sho arrived there to fulfll her Chantilly engagements. When we saw her at 
York, a few weeks back, heaten py Livingstone, and Dundee's leggy, half 
sister (Inverness), we little thought that she was destined to prove the best of 
her year in France, for she appeared so common looking, so exceedingly 
plain ; but we evidently saw her to disadvantage on the Knayesmire, for her 
make is unsuited for a half-mile spin, as she is a big, lengthy filly, requiring a 
Scope of ground to make her long stride tell. It is said that abe can stay for 
& ni00n ; if so, and the pace is good, she will soon find out whether the fortes 
of Lord Olifden and Saccharometer be endurance or speed. ‘The latter is sug- 
pected to be their mark, ag it iy Hospodar's and Blue Mantle's, Doyle will 
again ride La Toucques, as he has always been on ‘her whenever. she was 
stripped to ran, either in public or private. She was bred by her owner, at 
his chatoau, called Févérue, between Caen and Paris, and, when a yearling, 
Mr. Montgomery (who bets but very little) wanted to sell her, together with 
the rest of hia blood stock, having at that time two brood mares, a yearling 
colt by the Flying Dutchman, out of Allumetie,and La Toucques, The mares, 
of which one was Tapestry (La Toucques' dam), he sold to M. F. Le Maitre, of 
Rouen; but for the yearlings he could not get the price he asked—we believe 
about 12,000 francs for the two. M. Lupin, however, subsequently had the choice 
of the pair for 5,000 francs, and chose the colt (now called Roques)—fortunately 
for Mr, Monigomery, a8 the French Oaks was worth 17,000 francs clear, and 
the French ‘Derby 47,400 francs! Marjolet, whom we have put down asa 
starter, was fourth for the lattér-mentioned race, and is own brother to the 
winner of the stake last yoar.. He iae good-looking colt, though not so well 
shaped a8 Souvenir, belog rather short and leggy, and Ashmall, who rods him 
in the Derby, considers he should have got nearer to La Toucques in thet race 
had not Merjolet shown temper in the red A ary of the atrugyle, and refased 
to go up to his horas. ‘The Ranger was very andy in the Epsom Derby, and as 
the Paris distance will cé a little further, and he was catching Lord Clifden 
fant last week, Jom Goater fancies he may just be able to cop" the latter 
next Sunday, We doubt it, though The Ranger is a nice made colt, and has a 
commanding stride. Saccharometer got a nasty fall at Epsom, and we can 


feel it more than one of a lighter build. We question, too, whether he can 
compass the length so well as Lord Clifden. Great things were expected of 
Stenior in the French Derby, but be did not start for it after all, for the ground 
had heen so hard, and his legs wero #0 queor, that M. Lupin could not get him 
ftenough, Of late, however, ho has been doing so well at his new quarters, 
Verboria, near Compiegne, that strong hopes are entertained of his realising 
the expectations that have been formed of his being the best of the French 
three-year-olds, If they have not a better than La Toucqnes the lot are very 
moderate, and our English vorses thia season are but little better than those of

determined manner, despite bodily ailment and prostration. In the slutleths 
round Wormald fell so suspiciously as to cause the darkie’s seconds 
to claim @ foul A gcene of much excitement enaued, and the ring wag 
entered by many well-known members of the ring, who thoroughly well knew 
that they had no hasiness whatevor within the ropes. Six'y-six rounds were 
fought in two honrs and a quarter, when neither could be fairly said to have 
any adyautage. This sate of things continued even to the end of the time we 
have already quoted, when the merits of the men were found to be ao evenly 
balaneed that they expressed a determination to draw thé men, and that course 
was then adopted, allowing all parties to raturn to town by the last irain at 
night, Considering the bad condition of the black, it is a wonder how he stoop 
aolong. Both lads are game to thé back-boris, and Wormald will be heard of 
to advantage hereafter,
